them in Paris. 

The McGill International House Committee has an 
agreèment with this University whereby, when a pre- 
determined amount of . money has been collected for the 
fund by campus activities, the annual Flying Caipet Revue 
being the major one of these; the committee is permitted 
to solicit 'contributions from people and groups off-campus.

SEC Will Seek 
Governors ' Views

^^^A'lengthy discussion on the financial plight of Quebec 
universities and on the future course of action to be taken 
by students of this province last night culminated in two 
important resolutions being passed by the S.E.C. 



I 'etfect^that^T'lBember o£ the 

McGill Board of Governors, pre- 
ferably the director of the Finan- 
ce Committee, would be Invited 
to the next meeting of the Stu- 
dents' Executive Council in order 
to .outline the views of the Board 
on the whole .question of finan- 
cial aid to universities in this 
province. It was hoped that 
such an outline could be follow- 
ed by a question and answer' 
period. 

The other resolution stated 
that the President of the Stu- 
dents' Society, Roy Heenan, and 
I the Editor of the Daily, Gordon 
Wasserman, were to co-operate 
in appointing a Public Relations 
Officer to represent the S.E.C. 
in dealings with the press. 
NEW MEMBER'S 
Eleven members of Council 
elected last term participated for 
the first time in tills "body's 
deliberations. The meeting was' 
still in progress at press time. 

New members included: Sandra 
Zelhicker and Peter White (Arts 
and Science), Ted Hlggins and 
John Roland (Engineering), Dun- 
can Robertson (Commerce), ,W.

helping needy students pay their 
way through university. The bill 
differs irom its immediate pre- 
decessor in enlarging the non- 
reimbursable portion of loans and 
In providing for higher loans and 
scholarships, 

RESIDENT STUDENTS 
Resident students will hence- 
forth be able to' obtain $300 help 
from the government, and non- 
resident students, $500. The 
former figure represents an in- 
crease of $100. Instead of being 
obliged to repay' so^ to the 
provincial government] borrowers - 
will now be asked to repay only 
40%. Furthermore, especially 
needy students will be able to 
borrow an additional $300 or 
$500, all of which is repayable. 

Heenan feels that these Im- 
Iirovements Indicate concessions 
on the part of -Mr. Duplessis' 
administration. To that extent, 
he said, "the student movement 
has had quite a substantial cf-

larships and student loans. This 
money would be used for scho- 
larships of $300. (for rcsidehU 
and $500 for non-residents.

The 
bill also provides for an. addi- 
tional yearly loan of $200. for 
residents and $500 for non-resi- 
dents if the scholarships are in-

The executive also accepted the 
withdrawal pf Bishop's University 
from the Association. Bishop's 
felt that the students were not 
competent to discuss statutory 
grants with Premier Duplessis as 
they concern university adminis- 
trations much more directly than 
students, 

ADMINISTRATION'S CONCERN 

Said Bishop's Student President 
Ray Jensen : "I couldn't conceive 
of discussing with Mr. Duplessis 
the amount of money that he will 
give the administration of the 
university. As Student President, 
my concern' is with students. 
AnytWng concerning the Adminis- 
tration is obviously and neces- 
sarily outside my Jurisdiction." 

Jensen feat that the apparent 
intention of the Association was 
to ignore M. Duplessis* stand 
on statutory grants and lu con- 
tinue pressing for them. This 
would mean piayhig into the 
hands of the Opposition and be- 
coming a movement which' is 
essentially antl-DuplcssLs. 

Other topics discussed were the 
results of the Duplessis meeting, 
the provincial government's new^ 
estimates for grants to universi-' 
ties, the National University Stu- 
dent Day on March 5 and a stu- 
dent petition of the Legislativo 
Assembly. 

The Student Presidents will 
meet again this Sunday.

We have often decried' similhr moves by police, in other 
countries. Even our neighbours have been accused of stif- 
ling free thought with student stools. FBI has become an 
obscene woi'd anlong most thinking people, and only the Mu- 
elcal Riile and Nelson Eddy have .sayed the RCMP froni â 
t iBimilar fatp. however, McGill ha.s an international repu- 
tation as a university of free enquiry, and the RCMP may 
now be sullying that reputation. This -allegation by FItx 
deserves official university investigation, and, If proven 
true, 'strong protest. , 

^ " 'A iiniVerstty cannot exist^unless 'its students and fa- 
culty are free to discuss whatever ideas their consciences 
direct them to éxamine. whether or not those '.ideas fall 
within the naijrbw limits of what the official secret police 
believes to be iri the best interests of our state.

In our opinion, the administration should make official 
, représentation to the RCMP and settle this question in the 
' best Intcrcsls of McGill and her students. 

Exemplion For Students 

About a month before Parliament dissolved to hold the 
now famous June 10 election, rumours were rife in Ottawa 
that the Liberals planned to amend the income tax regu- 
lations' to allow university students a $1,500 exemption. 
Hardly a polltical measure,. since most^ students are below 
.Toting age, the iftmendment was- apparently forgotten in 
'thé pré-électibirflurry which "saw tne' Liberals Introducing' 
as much vote-catching legislation as possible. 

The upset which occuri-ed in the ensuing elections is 
now old news. The months following .saw the Gonservutives 
adjusting to their new role of government. party while the 
Liberals rather reluctantly took up their duties as the Of- 
ficial Opposition. No move was made to introduce the mea- 
sure. • : 

Canada's 24th Parliament opened just last week-but no 
mention of the pL'opofed-Sl,500 exemption was made in the 
speech from, the, thlj^^It would appear that the plan has 
been permanentlyl^|^;;holed by our Ottawa representa- 



tives. 

Need for the ?1,500 exemption, however, is more pres- 
sing now than ever before, A student working liis way 
"through college must of necessity earn more than the basic 
tax free $1,000 and every cent counts. We doubt that the 

Î 1,600 exemption for univeriiity students \yould dent the 
ederal coffers to any great extent but. a needy student 
could save up to, $80. 

NFCjJ3 w.oul(jl,d.o wfjl to brjng up this point with the 
federal government instead of bickering over Bcholarsfiips 
lor students from other countries. 



Dfiily Book Review 

■Review of •'Cj\NADA MADE ME" Iry Norman Lcvine,. 
' Put7iam, London, 1958. ' ' 

The blurb-writers had the/r work jcut out for them jo tr)-ing t^ , 
classify'. tHii book.' ."It isiinpre t^an a^ travel book 'in the ordinary' 
sense; it Is a return to the scenes and sources 'of the author's youth," 
In fact, it is neither: if it is a travel t>oblc''a( "all then Canada mtlst 
consist of a loiig and dreary stretch of provincial main streets, 
shabby'back streets ranged by singularly monotonous tourist rooms, 
and populated by a host o{ two dimensional deadbcats, roustabouts, 
prostitutes, and depressingly similar, moderately successful Jewish 
businessmen, . If it is a return to the scenes , of; the author's ; youth, 
' then he must have had an incredibly disjointed odyssey of a child-' 

•hood, .' -îî'^'i'' • ' • < : :■ : ,. |. :, : 

The only possible classification which might 'have done the 
book Justice would have been, to call it a catalog, a series of notes 
arranged in more or less chronological order and broken into vignettes 
more_ or. less reminiscent of "In Our Time", by Hemingway, _ A 
series of notes, rcmsrkably comprehensive within the scope of The 
author's Interest and admirable in that his interest Is so thoroughly 
with the failures of our society, for, as the author states: "I like the 
lower towns, the place aeross the tracks, the' poorer streets not far 
from the river. They represent failure, and for me failure here has 
a strong appeal." Still, a series of notes, and not a novel, not a 
travel book nor a reminiscence of childhood. 
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The flat, trivial and colorless 
<tyle is perhaps well suited to 
the recording of a series of 'im- 
pressiona' later to be woven into 
the background of a novel or 
travelog, but in Itself it is so 
bare that it fails to .hold the' 
interest of the reader. One may 
say with the author (as be did, 
reading '.The Scourge of _ the; 
Swastika'.' in "a bush camp): '"All 
this account of man's Inhuman- 
ity to man seemed so remote." 

Occasionally the style has some 
effect ; in his return to the 
'ghetto' of the Jewish district in 
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NORMAN LEVINE 

Montreal! the author piles on 
image after factual " image, so 
thick and fast thai he manages 
to create an illusion of life; or 
in the juxtaposition of a wrest 
ling match with a strip tease act, 
a visual' success comparable .to .a 
tellingly obscene double-exposure 
photograph. 

On the whole one is almost 
tempted to say of Mr. Levine, 
that he is like "the camera, the 
eye... devoted to recording the 
oddities, the absurdities ot life, 
and letting the continual flow 
of images, that one sees .but does 
not notice,, pass by.'L This book 
might have been of equal inter 
est, in fact, as a collection of 
photograpiis: if Mr. Levine had 
taken them they would, have been 
in sharp focus, clearly revealing 
the detailed minutia of certain 
aspects of Canadian life,' but with 
hardly any eniphasis and lacking 
shadow and light,
